doorbell, telephone, alarm clock, 
or timer on the kitchen stove - may 
someday be less confused because 
of a device recently developed by 
telephone scientists. 


"If the device meets 
technical 


standards and telephone users' ap- 
proval in future tests,"" P. J. Poe, 
local manager for 
Southwestern 


Bell, said, "a clarinet-like musical 
tone may replace the familiar ring 
of the telephone." 


However, Poe pointed out that 


it may be some time before Hope 
telephone users will" receive 
the 


"musical telephone" service. First 
the device must go through exten- 
sive field tests, possible revisions, 
and perhaps further tests before 
being put in general use. 


It will undergo its 
first tryout 


this spring at Crystal Lake, Illinois 
- a town selected for the variety 
of 
telephone 
equipment in USG 


there. Some 300 customers on 100 
telephone lines, ranging from indi- 
vidual to 8-party rural 
service, 


will be asked to participate. 


Using transistors - the tiny, low- 


power amplifiers invented at Bell 
Laboratories - the tone assembly 
operates on the same amount of 
power required 
for a telephone 


conversation. This is considerably 
less power than is needed to make 
a telephone 
ring. The ordinary 


telephone bell requires 85 
volts; 


the new tone device operates on 
less than a volt. 


Telephones to be used in the tone 


trial will look almost like the lat- 
est Bell System models now in use. 
The only change a customer will 
see is a slotted area on the base 
resembling a small radio speaker. 


"I'm told," Poe said, "that 
tho 


device is also an aid to partially 
deaf people because their hearing 
is more- sensitive to the tone vib 
rations than to the ringing of 
ordinary telephone bell."
